Most Canadians who contribute to a subscription 
to relieve a disaster probably expect to hear no more 
of the matter once the money is spent. That, The 
Financial Post says in an editorial, certainly was the 
expectation of the thousands of individuals and busi¬ 
ness concerns across Canada who contributed to the 
relief fund after the disastrous Manitoba floods of 
1950. But, in this case, the fund is still very much 
alive and helping disaster victims elsewhere. After all 
reasonable claims for help had been met, it was 
found that $1.5 million of people’s generosity remained 
in the kitty. Therefore, in 1953, grateful Manitobans 
set up the Canadian Disaster relief fund, with Harry 
W. Manning, insurance executive, as president. Since 
then it has helped out wherever disasters are judged 
to be “beyond the reasonable capacity of the area’’ to 
meet. 

This month, as Cecil Lamont, Winnipeg grain 
man, takes over its presidency, there is still roughly 
$1.5 million in the fund. Part of this comes from new 
subscriptions and part from accrued interest. 

Charity that asks for a strict accounting can 
hardly be counted as charity at all, says The Post. 
But the imaginative and thoughtful management of 
the Manitoba money will encourage many people 
about the sometimes dubious business of giving and 
getting.

EDMONTON

Just released this week was the 
provincial government’s April list 
of statistics for the province . . . 
and because over 90 per cent of 
the people will never hear about 
the contents . . . let’s take an in¬ 
side look into what’s happening in 
Alberta. 

Did you know that for the four 
weeks ending February 26, 1966 
only 1.3 million pounds of butter- 
fat were received in Alberta 
Creameries, a decrease of 9.8 per 
cent below 1965, and for the first 
two months of this year the total 
was actually down 11.6 per cent. 

While the dairy industry got off 
to a bad start in 1966, we shouldn't 
fret because the number of laying 
hens totaled 2.7 million or an in¬ 
crease of 3.5 per cent over 1965 
. . . and if you wonder why the 
price of eggs didn't increase it was 
because production was also up to 
14.3 per bird compared to 13.6 last 
year. 

Just in case you thought your 
farm income was down slightly 
this year during the first two 
months . . . don’t be surprised a 
bit . . . it was. Figures show that 
farm income from dairy supplies 
dropped $107 despite the fact that 
sales showed a substantial increase
